a posse, Tracy shot and killed Charles 
Raymond, a deputy'sheriff; E. E. 
Breeze, a policeman, 
and mortally 


wounded 
Nell Rawley, who died on 


the 
folllowing dav, ' and wounded 


Carl Anderson and Louis Safrit, news- 
paper reporters. 


Tracy committed 
many 
feats of 


daring during his Might, in the course 
of which lie eluded 
various posses 


when 
apparently 
surrounded, 
and 


held up numerous farmers whom he 
forced to furnish 
food and clothing, 


and by threats of murdering their 
families compelled them to cover up 
his tracks. 


Perhaps his greatest show of daring 


was displayed July 2 at South Bay. 
near Olvm'pia, when he bled up six 
men and forced four of them, including 
Captain Clark of a gasoline launch, 
to embark with him on Puget Sound 
and pilot him down the stream for ten 
hours.
